A conference was held with officials of the Social Affairs Bureau, Health 
a Woleane Ministry, regarding matters relating to a directive (SCAPIN~775) 
subject, "Public Assistance’, The directive requires a nonthly report to be 
furnished on the 25th. of each month beginning with March, showing the number 
of families and individuals granted assistance and the amount of funds expended 
by prefecture, Plans have been made by the Health and Welfare Ministry to : 
furnish the tat ovnakion for the month of March on the. 25th of April. 
Effective . ipria 1946 a more detailed report will be obtained from each 
| prefecture. The report will indicate the number of persons, male and fenale, 
who received relief under cash existing relief law together with relief which 
was issued in ie a such as clothing and food from Japanese arny and navy sup- 
plies held in reserve for relief distribution. 
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SECTION II 
PREVENTIVE MEDICINE 

General 

Typhus. The typhus control programs are being continued in cities and 
towns having high incidence, The Epidemiologist from this Division has re- 
mained in the Osaka and Kobe areas assisting local Military Government offi- 
cers in this work, ‘The first cycle of zonal dusting has been completed in 
the Tokyo area and new zones and teams have been created as required for car- 
rying on the program through the second cycle. In Yokohama control has appar- 
ently been effective to date with vaccinatson and focal dusting being carried 
out and dusting of ici thine passengers at the principal vatlecad stations, 

Typhus in Osaka. The typhus epidemic in Osaka is showing signs of abat-— 
ing. During the past week the average of daily incidence has been under one- 
hundred cases, The second cycle of dusting has been completed and the next 
cycle should be completed in about three days due to the decrease in the number 
of reported cases. 

Smallpox. Smallpox incidence shows some increase in several localities. 


The gencral vaccinating program is being continued by Japanese authoritios,

Fertilizer Production. A conference was held by the fortilizer committee 
on increasing the production of commercial fertilizers, The importanco of in- 
a action was emphasized to increase the yicld of this ycar's croos, Tho > 
Industrial Division of the Economic and Scientific Section is stressing the 
manufacture of nitrogenous fertilizers at this time as the most readily obtain- 
able with present equipment ian stocks of raw matorials. 


| Mosquito Control, Conforences have been held on proposod mosquito control q

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programs. Those attonding wore: Capt. Taylor, 5th Air Forco; Capt. Bryan, 
Chiof Surgeon's Office; members of the Virus Commission; seppesentntiecy of 
the Chief Surgeon's office and Highth Army Surgeon's office; two entomologists 
from I Corps Malaria Survey Units. Mothods of control to be uscd for the pro- 
tection of occupational personnel and Japanese civilians were discussed, The 
neod for active control programs by the Japanese is ovident because of tho 
shortage of trained and expericneed personnel in the fow Army Malaria Survey 
and Control Units remaining in this country. Japanese B encephalitis was dis- 
cussod st some length: and the best mothods of control of this diseasc, as well 
as othor mosquito-borne diseases, were considered, 

Translations of Ordors to Prefectures. The following arc trenslations of 
instructions that were given by the Ministry of Health and Social Affairs to 
prefectural officials. In some instances the translation is not satisfactory, 
particularly in paragraph en tal. 38 is suggested that Milatary Govunshons 
Units contact prefectural and local health enforcement suthoritics to seo that 
they have received these instructions and to oxercise surveillance over their 


execution.

Notification to Improve the Sanitation of Citics and Towns for the Pre- 
vention of Diseases, 


Various measures recently taken for the clean-up of towns and cities are 
not satisfactory. This is regretable not only from the point of view of beauty 
of the community, but also because of the present danger from diseases being 
brought to this country by repatriates. The season is close at hand when the 
dangors from mosquito-borne and enteric diseases will be very great, Thorefore 
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it is’ necessary to take preventive measures at once and eee all sanitary 
laws imnediately that living conditions may be improved and every thing possi- 
ble be done to prevent disease.

Roform of Medical Hducation, The fifth formal mecting of the Council on 
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Medical Dears oh was devoted to or ganization matters. In order to facilitate 
the work of the Council and expedite its progrem, subcommittees were designated 
for the most pressing tasks. These included subconnittecs on curriculum, school 
inspection, textbook revision, national licensure examination, internships, and 
postgraduate medical training. 

Penicillin. Standardization tests of Japanese produced penicillin have 
progressed to a sufficient extent to permit the Jepanese to place their product 
on the market. Instructions ss to content of each package, labeling, price, 


and testing of each lot are being formulated to send to the Japanese Ministry. 


Nutrition Service 
Personnel. Osptain Agnes R. O'Donnel, HD, reported for duty 23 March 
1966 as Assistant Nutrition Consultant. Capt. O'Donnel will give particular 
attention to nutrition in hospitals, ig 
| thutrition surveys, The Wubrition Consultant accompanied the Food Mission 
sent from the United States 20-26 March 1946 to obtein informetion with regard 
to the nutritional status of the areas visited. In 211 cases the general 
health of’ the people, as it might be affected by nutrition, was good, There 
had not been any general serious reduction in body weight. Nutrition problems 
of the aroas were discussed with the Public Health officials of the profectures 
visited. 
New Tutrition Surveys. Plens for the nutes tion surveys to be conducted 
in May wore discussed with Dr. T. Oiso of the Ministry of Health, The surveys 
wil include four new areas + Tohoku, Hokurikeu, Shikoku end Hokkaido, During 
tho surveys, a total of 148,000 persons will be given physical examinations ond 
the food consumed by 14,700 families in three days will be determined. The fee 


sults of the surveys will be sumnarized to give the average quantities of the ea

Production 

Action has been teken to increase the production of DDT dusting powder 
from Jepanese focilities. At the instigation of SCAP the Ficld Service Div- 
ision, Office of the Quartermaster, Highth Army, set up » program during Jan- 
me for the mixing of DDT concentrate with indigenous talcum. Considerable 
aifficulty wes experienced with the mining oneration and as a result produc- 
Mi on -bet been limited. The large consumption of dusting powder during the 
last two months for typhus control h-s shite it necessary to expedite local 
production until additionsl DDT may be received from the United States. At a 
conference held with representatives of the Highth Arny, Office of the Quarter-— 
master, AFPAC, USa Typhus Commission, Natural lideiginny Mieetnn and Public 
Health and Welfare Section, it was hedtded ko dircet the Jevanese Talcum Assoc- 
iation to expedite movement of tele to the Tokyo ares, A qualified officer 
will be assigned to the mixing plant to supervise snd exnedite vroduction and 
ebtocte will be made to ‘aie additional plant $edtiddion:

Pivkstbeeion 
An additional 15,000 vials of typhus vaccine was released to the Japanese 
Ministry of Health and Social Affairs for distribution to ports in Japan to 
ee. tee 
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be used ra vaccinating repatriates. Small amounts from Japanese production 
also have been relessed to ports. 

Upon request of this Division the Ministry of Health and Welfare has dis-— 
patched telegraphic instructions to Aomori, Akita, Iwate end Fukushima Pre- 
fectures directing immediate dietetiieion of an additional fifty percent of 
Jepanese army and navy medical supplies. A report was received from IX Corps. 
stating thet those prefectures were withholding distribution pending further 
instructions from the Ministry. ‘The Ministry recently held meetings in dis- 
tricts throughout Japan on this subject and iron thet deteiled instructions 
had been issued for immediate eek vie bbon: Upon investigstion by a represent— 
ative of Public Health and Welf»re Section it was learned that prefectural of— 
ficials were still of the ovinion that furthor instructions would be f ortheoning, 
The above incident is an illustretion of the delays that are apt to occur in 
the operation of the distribution system, It is apparent that close suvervis- 
ion must be exercised by deevie dion Pikes vewwennet to insure expeditious 
action. 

. Additional deliveries of tyxhus end cholera vaccine were made to the 
Uraga Recention Center for shipment to Chinese ports in connection with the 
repatriation progran. 

Major Cannon departed on a field trip to Kyoto, Osaka, Okayama and Kure 


for the purpose of observing distribution activitics. 


Narcotics 

In a conference on the reorgenization of the Japanese Narcotic Enforcement 
Ageney, Japanese officials stated thet they plan to heve apor oximately 156 
pharmacists in the field working as narcotic inspectors. It was agreed that 
the first stage of enforcement in Japan will necessarily be an educational 
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program for the proper use and hendling of narcotics. An outline of the plan 
of orgenization setting forth the duties and responsibilitics of the various 


echolons of onforcement will be submitted to this Division,
